Bush met with two other Cold 
War leaders, Helmut Kohl ond 
Mtkliail Gorbachev, to celebrate 
their collaboration in a historic 
, milestone - the opening of the 
Wall on Nov. 9, 2989, and the 
ensuing diplomocy that ensured 
German unification and redrew 
the map of Europe. 

Bush was awarded honorary 
ddicnship of Berlin in a senti- 


mental ceremony led by Kohl and 
attended by Gorbachev.

. with stunning speed 11 months 
after the WoU fell, credited Bush 
with a good deal of the momen- 
tum of the ^incredible” pace of 
events that swept away the Cold 
War order;

Both former leaders honored '

Computer firin may be a monopoly but does that mean it’s bad the the consumer? .

WASHINGTON — When I 
think of Microsoft and its sup- 
posed monopoly on personal com- 
puter software,'! think of beer. 
That’s right. Good old low-tech 
beer, cutting edge industry of 
4000 B.C The US beer business 
i£ver quite dominated by a 
s i n gl e brand, but for years it was 
dominated by a single taste- And 
os Anheuser-Busch and Miller 
moved more and more in the 
direction of watery brews, they 
. sot mugged by the microbrewers. 

Anbetaer-Busch outsells evety- 
oae, and with its fellow glam 
Millef, dominates shelf-space and 
advertising in the prime venues. 
There are other big brands in the 
market, so there's no arguing it is 
a brand monopoly. And with 
Coots, the big three have driven ' 
aumless competitors, once-famil- 
iar brand names, out of business 
or into tiny comers. Ballantinc, 
Pabst. Blatz, Hamms, Reingold, 
Carling-it's a long list. 

At one point, maybe 10 years 


drinkers interested in.varicty, 
willing to pay more for their brew 
to taste more in the gloss. 

Beginning with imports and 
home-brewers, some beer 
drinkers began to seek tastes that 
' were unavailable from the big 
brewers, and the microbrewery 
business evolved. 

PC software isn’t the same as 
beer. But software isn’t the same 
as railroads, cliher. While most 
businesses need computers, no 
one is forced to buy a homo com- 
puter. No one is forced to buy a 
Windows operating system. No 
one is forced to run Microsoft 
applications on a Windows plat- 
fem. 

The anti-crust laws were 
designed to protect us from rail- 
road monopolies or similar indus- 
tries where one company was 
able to physically dominate a 
market. When the industry Isn’t 
really physical but intellectual, 
and when it’s changing as rapidly 
as the computer industry is 
changing, the century-old anti- 
trust laws don't work. 

Even as the fcdcrol govern- * 


opened avenues of innovation 
and new computer applications 
barely conceivable Hve years ago, 
new operating systems and new 
platforms arc threatening to 
move the action away from'' 
Microsoft's traditional strength, 
the PC operating system. - 

So what’s behind this drive to 
punish Microsoft for its success? 

I call it the “politics of resent- 
mem.’’ 

' Resentment, first cousin of 
envy and covetousness, is what 
drives o lot of policy in a democ- 
racy, jEvetyone wonts to succe^, 
but not cveiyonc con, and some 
of the losers resent the success of 
others. 

You can test this yourself. Start 
up a conversation about the 
KBcrosoft andmist case 'krith any 
group of people that uses PCs. 
Strike that; include people who 
don’t use PCs. Within moments, 
the discussion will loop from the 
merits and actual facts of the gov- 
ernment's case or the law’s 
requirements, to vague and con- 
tradictory attacks on Microsoft, 
on Windows, on DOS the operat- 


orgued and analyzed ad nauseam. 
That’s going to continue, and the 
anii-Gatcs side loaded up on 
ammunition with Judge 
Jackson’s findings of fact last 
Friday. The judge's findings may 
well force a settlement and avoid 
the court having to step in and 
rearrange the software land- 
scape. 

Whether the final act in this 
particular drama is seen in two 
years or 10, one thing is certain:

He thinks he can dial 911 and in three 
minutes, tlie police will save him. He is 
incorrect on nil counts. Consider the fol- 
lowing: 

(1) There are constructive uses for 
guns, including protection. 

(2) 911 saves millions of lives in mc*di- 
cal emergencies. But the primary mission . 
of the police department is protecting the 
general public, not personal protection 
for private dtizens. The difference Is not 
semantics. 

(3) An ordinary dtizen is twice os likely 
to be confronted by a dangerous felon as a 
cop is. Few violent felons arc less likely to 
harm you because you didn’t attack them. 

(4) Policemen and their famUics are 
the bluest percentage of National Rifle 
Assodation membership. Most cops keep 
personal guns at home and teach their 
families to use them.- 

(5) For every gun-related ncddental 
dca^, there are 35 fnim car aeddents. So 
why 'not billioas spent on “automobile 
control”? Gun control (Big Brother Inc.) is 
dangcrou^ usele.s.s, helps only the bad 

— guys and is political foot lull for politi - 

’ dans and die media. No honest, positive 
statistics .support gun control - anywhere! 
'Irrational fear of guns is fed by offidal 
“media positions” on guns. If the bad guy 
win-s it is news. If die good guy saves 
hlm.stOf,ybunirely hear alwui jt. That’s 
because the media can't tw divorced 
from the “soles game.” 

Tliousands die every day in America 
' because they lacked personal protection. 
Guns are no better or worse than ihcir 
asers. More than 99 percent of gun own- 
ers arc luw.al>iding dtizens who never 
use them abusively. ‘ 

The media gcncnilly only tells us about 
1 percent because sensationalism

T en years after the fall of the 
Berlin ViTall. the promise of a 
new era seems to have been 
betrayed. When the German 
people brought down the 
Berlin Walk it signaled the end of the 
Cold War. In thb exhilarating moment, it 
.griuf J posable to imagine a more 
peacef u l world in which nations could 
determine their own destiny - free of 
superpower coercion. 

Ten years after the wall fell im Nov. 9, 
1989. Che international order b as violent 
and dangerous as it was during the 
height of the Cold War. 

Espeoally tragic b the role of the 
Unit^ States, which has us^ ^ col- 
lapse of the Soviet Empire to enhance its 
ownpowerat theexpemeof th e inrT»rnn - 
rional community. 

The dbpositioa of American policy- 
makers to seek special advantage was 
evident even in ^ nego^dons for the 
reunitication of Gernumy. Even ihou{i^ 
Mikhail (5ori»chey was a new type oF 
Soviet leader who was willing to heal the 
division of Europe and end its miH tariza- 
tion, U.S. leaders did not welcome the 
opportunity. 

On the d^ the wail came down, CBS 
White House corresptmdent Leslie Stahl 
observed the grim visage of President 
Bush and asked wigr he did not seem 
“very elated.*' The president retorted, 

“I'm not an emotional kind of guy.** In 
hb 1998 memoir, “A World 
TransfoRnet^” ctyautbtmd with hb 
national security adviser Brrat 
Scowerof c. Bush carefully explains that 
he was simply being tactful in dealing 
with the Smnets. 

But reading between the lines it 
becomes dear that the White House was 
dbtressed tqr the unaotidpated prospect 
of a reunifi^ Germany b^use the 
Ifoiced States feared that NATO would 
be weakened. 

At first, it seemed impossible that the 
Soviet Union would allow a unified 
Germany to remain inside a Western mil- 



itary oUianca The White House worried 
that West (German Foreign Minister 
Hons-Dieter Gcnschcr would try to bar- 
gain some type of neutrality in exchange 
for (Sermon uni^. Given that prospect, 
the Bush adminikiation preferred to 
leave the country divided 

But once West (Serman Chancellor 
Helmut Kohl persuaded Bushjhat he 
Was determined to keep (Schti^iiy in 
NATO, the president became a l^dly 
godfather to the unification talks. 
Meanwhile, the Soviet position weak- 
ened drastically after March 1990 when ' 
a coalition led by the pro-unification 
(Christian Democrats unexpcacdly tri- 
umphed in the East German elections. 

C^rbachev repeatedly exhont^ the 
Americans to seize the occasion of 
German unification to do away with ihili- 
mry alliances. He was right: Why amass 
weapons if there were no enemies? In a 
new atmosphere of cooperation, both 
NATO and the Warsaw Pact could with- 
er away. More inclusive bodies like the 
United Nations and the Omference on 
Cooperation and Security in Europe 
could be resmicnired and strengthened. 

(^rbachev also warned repeate^y 
that if the United States insisted on 
bringing a unified Germany into NATO, 


.it would be a body blow to hb country’s ; 
security. As rccoided in the Bu^ mem- ; 
oir, the president’s private attitude was, 

' “The Soviets arc not in a position to dic- 
tate Germany’s relationship to NATO. ... 
To hell with thatl Wc prcv^cd, they 
didn’t.” 

In hb conversations with Gorluchcv, 
the president was more diplomatic 
Whde rejecting the substance of the 
Soviet position, he provided face-saving 
language that looked like NATO was 
transfonning into a more politi^ -and 
less' military - entity. However, inside 
the Soviet Union. Gorbachev could not 
save face. Indeed, it b quite likely that 
the onesided (Seimon settlement con- 
tributed to hb political demise. 

-And sadly, NATO has t^n trans- 


formed in a manner that b completely at 
odds with the commitment made then: 
that the Alliance forces would not , 
moved into the nations of the former 
Warsaw Pact. On NATO’s 50th anniver- 
sary, it mortified the Rusrians- and 
many proplc in the Unit^ States- by 
expanding its membership to include 
Poland, Hungary and the Cz^ 

Republic Early intimations that thb was 
somehow a “new NATO" were belied • 
when the bombs began falling on 
Yugoslavia. 

With more enlightened American 
leadership, the celebration at the Berlin 
Wall might Have ushered in an era of 
reduced military budgets, dimitiished 
nuclear danger and enhanced respect for 
international law. But tharhosn’e hap- 
pened. 

The hopes that people had 10 years 
ago of a new era have been dashed

HAILEY - Parents, you'll 
never guess n-het they’re teach- 
ing in seventh-grade math class 
nowadays. 

Something that looks suspi- 
ciously like the folded notes and 
paper airplanes that used to get 
you sent to the principal's 
office. 

Calligrapher and artist Carol 
Pallesen employed the princi- 
ples of paper folding on Mondnv 
to teach Wood River Middle 
^ School math students some 

"I can’t bi^eve this is math - 
it’s fun." sai d Mnri«a Ft- ant , .-it 
she completed a complicated 
design called a "secret enve- 
lope." 

It was Pallesen’s first attempt 
to integrate math and an in a 
classroom.. But,.as. tbe Reno. . 

. Nev.; artist told the kids, she 
has used math throughout her 
an career to make her an more 
attractive and to run her busi- 
ness. 

“We’re talking about trian- 
gles, rectangles, compasses, 
rulers, division here - aU things 
related to math," said Pallesen, 
who was in the Wood River 
Valley to present .a workshop on 
making handmade greeting 
cards for the Sun Valley Center 
for the Arts. “I think kids can do 
better at math if they can learn 
to think threc-dimcnsionally." 

Pallesen fcanutMl one project 
as simple as a concertina greet- 
ing card, in which she had the 
students fold a long strip of 
paper in half, then match ea^ 
of those halves into the fold and 
fold again. 

“What do we have now? 
Quarters,*^ -she said, -before - 
showing them an easy way to 
initiate even more folds. “This 
is very simple division - simple, 
simple math," she added. 

From that, .Pallesen pro- 
gressed to a star card ornament. 
Students folded a square in half, 
cut out 0 triangle and hals'^ it 
until they could tuck the star 
into itself. 

“Now what did we learn from 
this?” Pallesen asked. 

, "That folding paper is fun?" 
ventured Joshpejsa. 

“Well, that and that you can 
make a square into an equilater- 
al triangle and that you can 
make that triangle into a six- 
pointed star,” Pallesen replied.

“They went from fat city to 
slim pickings in a matter of 
months," said wildlife biologist 
Diane Boyd, who has been 
observing northwest Montana’s 
wxilvcs for almost 20 years. 

According to Boyd, who now 
monitors the wolves for the O.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service, the 
park’s wolves responded sriili a 
marked decline in reproduction 
in the following springs.

IRS extends deadline again 
to complete IRA conversion

WASHINGTON (AP) - Eighty years after the — 
World Series ihui resulted in Shoeless Joe 
Jackson's lifetime ban from baseball, the House of 
Representatives passed a rc.solution Monday call- 
ing for him to be honored. 

In a measure approved by a voice vote, tho 
House stopped short of calling for his induction 
into the Hall of Fame, but that tvas the scndmcnt 
during the floor debate. Tlic non-binding resolution 
now goes to the Senate. 

“It is wortliy for this body to take a few minutes 
to stand up for fairness and right an old wrong,” 
said Rep. Jim DcMint, the Republican author of 
the resolution who represents Jackson’s hometown 
of Greenville, S.C. j, 

Jackson, acquitted of criminal charges with the 
1919 Black Sox scandal, was eligible for the H^ of 
Fame until 1991 but ivas never voted in eitiicr by 
the Baseball Writers’ Association of American or 
the veterans committee. In 1991, the Hall’s board I 
adopted a rc.solution prohibiting consideration of 
players on the permanently banned list. 

Commissioner Kenesaw Mountain Landis sus-l 
pended Jackson and seven otiicrs in 1920 because 
of allegations they took money to let the Gndnnati 
Reds beat the Wliite Sox. 

“It is time for the truth to be told,” agreed Rep. 

Elijah Cumming.s D-Md. “Tliis sends a clear mes- 
sage that when we sec wTong, we ivill do what wo 

can torigiii it.’’ 

Jackson’s statistics during the 1919 Series were 
among the best of any player on citiier side. He was 
12-for-32 (.375) with a home run, a icam high six 
RBIs. 

He was never reinstated and died in 1951 after 
becoming a successful bii.sinc.ssman. Tlic few times' 
he spoke of the scandal, he ulwa>’s maintained his 
innocence. 

Though lus career in professional baseball lasted 
just 13 years, lie is still regarded as one of thei 
sport’s Ixat players, with a .356 career average, the’ 
tiiird-higlicst. ;
